During the reign of Ackbar and his ſucceſſors, 
Jehanguire, Shaw Jehan, and Aurungzebe, ſome 
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hiſtorians, aud poets, flouriſhed in India. The 
former of thoſe Emperors, as we learn from 
Mandelſloe, had a library of twenty - four thouſand 
Manuſcripts, valued at thirty two lacs, thirty 
one thouſand eight hundred and ſixty-five Crowns, 
about thirty-four Pounds ſterling each volume. 

The collector of this collection has been at great 
trouble and expence in forming it, and he believes 
it to be the Jargeſt that has been made on this 
ſide of India, Among the Perſian Manuſcripts, 
No. 100 is of the 14th Century; and No. 1, 5, 
and 99, are of the 15th ; among the Arabic Ma- 
nuſcripts, No. 242, is of the 12th Century; 
No. 243, and 247, are of the 14th ; No. 244, and 
271; are of the 15th. Among the Indooſtan 
Manuſcripts, the Mahabbarat is very valuable, 
a tranſlation of that work into Perſian, made 
during the reign of the Emperor Ackbar, coſt 
General Carnac a thouſand rupees, as I am in- 
formed by that Gentleman, and ſome others are 
full much more valuable.
